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Foreword 



It Is Important to provide a context for under- 
standing statistics. Scattered and unrelated data do 
little to elucidate a topic. For the first time, the Nation- 
al Center for Education Statistics (NCES) has 
prepared a report that brings together corriparable 
data for a number of key education areas, by State, 
for a consecutive 5-year period, and a comparison for 
a 10-year period. This context helps the reader to 
better understand trends that have occun'ed at the 
Statelevel. 

This is the first editton of the Historical Trends: 
State Educathn Facts. It provides data for 1975 and 
1981 through 1985. A State by State percent change 
of 1975 compared to 1985 is also in this report. 
Previously, many of these data had to be combined 
from n^any publications and the definitions were not 
always consistent. In some instances, the data were 
never published. NCES intends to maintain this pub- 
lication as a series to ensure that basic State-level 
trend data are easily available to general users. In 
addition, the Center plans to publish more historical 
editions that will cover data for the late 1960s and 
i970s. Each of the data series in the publication is 
combined with a chart which compares changes 
among the States. We hope that our users will find 



this publication interesting and useful, and we invite 
your comments and suggestibhs. 

This volume is divided into two basic sections: 

• Elementary and Secondary Education— 
which includes 1 1 [tables and charts; and, 

• Higher Education-^hich includes 13 tables 
and charts. 

this report also includes definitions and a guide 
to sources. 

The collection and dissemination of consistent, 
comparable, valid, timely, and useful education data 
are central to the mission of the National Center for 
Education Statistics. We trust that this premier edition 
of Historical Trerds: State Educatior) Facts sen/es 
this mandate well.

Associate degree: A degree granted for the suc- 
cessful completion of a sub-baccalaureate program 
of studies, usually; requiring at least 2 years (or 
equivalent) of full-time college-level study. This in- 
cludes degrees granted in' a cooperative or 
work/study program. 

Auxiliary enteiprises: This category includes 
those essentially self-supporting operations which 
exist to furnish a service to students, faculty, or staff, 
and which charge a fee that is directly related to, al- 
though not necessarily equal to, the cost of the ser- 
vk)e. Examples are residence halls, food services, 
college stores, and intercollegiate athletics. 

Averagedally attendance(ADA): The aggregate 
attendance of a school during a reporting peHod (nor- 
mally a school year) divided by the numbe*^ of days 
school is in session during this period. Only days on 
which the pupils are under the guidance and direc- 
tion of teachers should be considered days in ses- 
sion. 

Bachelor's degree: A degree granted for the suc- 
cessful completton of a baccalaureate program of 
studies, usually requiring at least 4 years (or 
equivalent) of full-tinrie college-level study. This in- 
cludes degt^ees granted in a cooperative or 
work/study program. 

Classroom teacher: A staff member assigned the 
professional activities of instructing pupils in self-con- 
tained classes or courses, or in classroom situations. 
Usually expressed in full-time equivalents. 

College: A postsecondary cnhool which offers 
general or liberal arts education, usually leading to 
an associate, bachelor's, master's, doctor's, or first- 
professional degree. Junior colleges andconrvnunity 
colleges are included under this tenninology. 

Current dollars: Dollar anrx>unts that have not 
been adjusted to compensate for inflation. 

Current0xpendltures(elementary/secbndary): 

The expenditures for operating local public schools 
excluding capital outlay and interest on school debt. 
These expeiiditures include such items as salaries 
for school personnel, fixed charges, student transpor- 
tation, school books and materials, and energv costs. 
Beginning in 1980-81, expenditures for State ad- 
ministration are excluded. 

Current expenditures perpupll In averagedally 
attendance: Currertt expenditures for the regular 
school term divided by the average daily attendance 
of full-time pupfis (or full-time equivalency of pupils) 
during the temi. See also Current expenditures and 
Average daily attenddnce. 



Current-fund expenditures (higher educatton): 
Money spent to meet current operating costs, includ- 
ing salaries, wages, utilities, student servk)es, publk) 
servk)es, research libraries, scholarships and fellow- 
ships, auxiliary enterprises, hospitals, and inde- 
pendent operations. Excludes loans, capital 
expenditures, and investments. 

Doctor's degree: An earned degree carrying the 
title of Doctor. The Doctor of Phitosophy degree 
(Ph.D.) is the highest academk) degree and requires 
mastery within a field of knowledge and 
demonstrated abiliiy to perform scholarly research. 
Other doctorates are awarded forfulfilling specialized 
requirements in professtonal fields, such as educa- 
tion (Ed.D.) musical arts (D.M.A.), business ad- 
ministration (D.B.A.j, and engineering (D.Eng. or 
D.E.£.). Many doctor's degrees in both academk) and 
professional f iekis require an earned master's degree 
as a prerequisite. First-professional degrees, such as 
M.D. and D.D.S., are not included under this head- 
ing. 

Elementary school: A school classified as 
elementary by State and local practice and compris- 
ing any span of grades not above grade 8. A pre- 
school or kindergarten schools included under this 
heading only tf it is an integral part of an elementary 
school or a regularly established school system. 

Enrollment: The total number of students 
registered in a given school unit at a given time, 
generally in the fall of a year. 

Full-tlme-equlvaleht (PTE) enrollment: For in- 
stitutioris of higher education, enrollment of full-time 
students, plus the full-time-equivalent of part-time 
students as reported by instituttons. In the absence 
of an equivalent reported by an institutton, the PTE 
enrollment is estimated by adding one-third of part- 
time enrollment to full-time enrollment. 

Full-time Instructional faculty: Those members 
of the instructton/research staff who are enployed 
fuli-tiftil as defined by the institutton, including facul- 
ty with released time for research and faculty on sab- 
batical leave. Full-time counts exclude faculty who 
are emptoyed to teach less than two semesters, three 
quarters, two trimesters, or two 4-month sesstons; re- 
placements for faculty on sabbattoal leave or those 
on leave without pay; lariiKy for preclintoal and clini- 
cal niedicine; faculty who are donating their services; 
faculty who are members of military organizattons 
and paM on a different scale from civilian emptoyees; 
academto officers, whose primary duties are ad- 
ministrative; and graduate students who assist in the 
instruction of courses.

Graduate: An indivkluaf who has received formal 
recognition for the successful completion of a 
prescribec" program of studies. 

Graduation: Formal recognition given an in- 
dividual for tHe successful completion of a prescribed 
program of studies. 

Higher education: Study beyond secondary 
school at^n iristi^Jtion that offers programs terminat- 
ing in an associa^, baccalaureate, or higher degree. 

Higher education Institutions 
(traditional classification): 

4-year institution: An institution legally 
authorized to offer and offering at least a 
4-year program of college-level studies 
wholly or principally creditable toward a 
baccalaureate. In some tables a further 
division between universities and other 4- 
year institJtions is made. A ''university*' is 
a pc^tsecondary institution which typical- 
ly comprises orie or more graduate 
professional schools (also see Unh/er- 
sityj. Ror purposes of trend comparisons 
in this volume, the selection of universities 
has teen held constant for all tabulations 
aftor 1982. ''Other 4-year institutions" 
would include the rest of the nonuniversity 
4-year institutions. 

2-year institution: An institution legally 
authorized to offer and offering at least a 
2-year program of college-level studies 
which terminates in an associate degree 
or is principally creditable toward a bac- 
calaureate. 

High scliooi: A seconcfary school offering the final 
years of high school work necessary for graduation, 
usually Including grades 10 J 1 , 12 (in a 6-3-3 plan) 
or grades 9, 1 0, 1 1 , and 1 2 (in a 6-2-4 plan); 

independent operations: A group of self-sup- 
porting activities under control of a college or univer- 
sity. For purposes of financial surveys conducted by 
the National Center for Education Statistics, this 
category comprises principally Federally Funded 
Research and Development Centers (FFRDC). 

instructionai staff: Full-time-equivalent number 
of positions, not the number of differertt individuals 
occupying the positions during the school year. In 
local schools includes all public elementary and 
secondary (junior and senior high) day-school posi- 
tior^ that are in the nature of teaching or in the im- 
^provement of the teaching-learning situation. 
Includes consuftants or supervisors of instruction, 
principal, teachers, guidance personnel, librarians, 
O psychological personnel, and other instructional

Staff. Excludes administrative staff, attendance per- 
sonnel, clerics . personnel, and junior college staff. 

Master's degree: A decree awarded for success- 
ful conpletion of a program generally requiring 1 or 
2 years of full-time college-level study beyond the 
bachelor's degree. One type of master's degree in- 
cluding the Master of Arts degree, or M.A., and the 
Master of Science degree, or M.S., is awarded in the 
liberal arts and sciences for advanced scholarship in 
a subject field or discipline and demonstrated ability 
to perform scholariy research. A second type of 
master's degree is awarded for the completion of a 
professionally oriented program, for example, an 
M.Ed, in education, an M.B.A. in business ad- 
ministration, an M.F.A. in fine arts, an M.M. in music, 
an M.S.W. in social work, and an M.P.A. in public ad- 
ministration. A third type of master's degree is 
awarded in professional fields for study oeyond the 
first-professional degree, for example, the Master of 
Laws (LLM.) and Master of Science in various medi- 
cal specializations. 

Private school or institution: i^school or institu- 
tion that is controlled by an individual or agency other 
than a State, a subdivision of a State, or the Federal 
government, which is usually supported primarily by 
other than public funds, and the operation of whose 
program rests with other than publicly elected or ap- 
pointed officials. 

Public school or instttutlon: A school or institu- 
tion controlled hnd operated by publicly elected or ap- 
pointed officials and deriving its primary support from 
public funds. 

Pupii-staff ratio: The enrollment of pupils at a 
given period of time, divided by the full-time- 
equivalent number of staff serving these pupils during 
the same period. 

Pupil-teacher ratio: The enrollment of pupils at a 
given period of time, divided by the full-time- 
equivalent number of classroom teachers serving 
these pupils during the same period. 

Salary: The total amount regulariy paid or stipu- 
lated to be paid to an individual, before deductions, 
for personal services rendered while on the payroll of 
a business or organization. 

Scholarships and fellowships: this category of 
college expenditures applies only to money given in 
the form of outright grants and trainee stipends to in- 
dividuals enrolled in fomial coursewortc, either for 
credit or not. Aid to students in the form of tuition or 
fee ren issions is included. College Wortc Study funds 
are excluded and are reportCKl under the program in 
which the student is worthing, ih the tabu utions in this 
volume. Pell Grants are not included ir ihis expendi- 
ture category.

School: A division of the school system consist- 
ing of students in one or more grade or other ideritif i- 
able groups and organized to give instruction of a 
defined type. One school may share a txjilding with 
another school or one school may t>e housed in 
several txjiidings. 

Secondary •chooi: A school comprising any 
span of grades beginning with the next g^ follow- 
irig an elementary or rniddle-school (usually 7» 8» or 
9) andendingwithorbeiowgrade 12. Both juniorhigh 
schools and senior high schools are included. 

Student: An Individual for whom instruction is 
provided In an educatbnal program under the juris- 
diction of a school school system, or other education 
institution. No distinction is made between the temns 
^'studenT and "pupil," though "studenT may refer to 
one receiving instruction at any level while "pupif 
ref ens only to one f^ending school at the elementary 
or secondary level. The tem) "studenT is used to in- 
clude individuals at all instiudiohal levels. A student 
may receive instruction in a school facility or in 
another location, such as at home or in a hospital. In- 
stnjction may be provided by direct student-teacher 



interaction or by some other approved medium such 
as television, radio, telephone, and conespondence. 

U.S. Service Schools: These institutions of 
higher education are controlled by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Defense and the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. The 10 institutions counted in the 
NCES Higher Education General Infomurtion Sunday 
include the^r Force Institute of Technology, Com- 
munity College of the Air Force, Naval Postgraduate 
School, Unifonria Services Urdversify of the Health 
Sciences, U.S. Air Force Academy, U.S. Merchant 
Marine >\cddemy, U.S. Military i^demy, and the 
U.S. Naval Academy. 

UnhrersRy: An institution of higher education corv 
sisting of a IX)eral arts college, a diverse graduaie 
program, and usually two or more professional 
schools or faculties and empowered to cortfer 
degrees in various fields of study. For purposes of 
maintainirig trend data in this pubiicatton, the selec- 
tion of unWerstty institutions has not been revised 
since 1982. 
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Guide to Sources 



Sources and Comparability of Data. 

The information in this report is from ihe National 
Center for Education Statistico (NCES) and the 
National Education Association (NEA). The data 
were collected through surve^ of a universe (such 
as aN coHegee^ and compilations of administrative 
records. State Education Facts users should take 
particular care when comparing data from different 
surveys. Following the general discussion of data 
accuracy, descriptions of the information sources 
and data collection methods ara presented, grouped 
by; sponsoring organization. More extensive 
documentation of one surve/s procedures than of 
another's does not irnply more ^t}tem$ with the 
data, only that more information is av^ilat>le. 

Accuracy of Data 

All surveys, t)oth universe and sample, are subject 
todesign, reporting, and processing errors and errors 
due to nonresponse. Since the data in this report are 
based on universe surveys they are not subject to 
sampling errors. To the extent possible, these non- 
sampling errors are kept to a minimum by methods 
built into the survey procedures. In general, however, 
the effects of nonsampHng errors are mdi d dtffkxilt to 
gauge than those produced by samplingyariabilrty. 

National Center for 
Education Statistics (NCES) 

Common Core of Data 

NCES uses the Common Core of Data (CCD) sur- 
vey to acquire and maintain statistical data on the 50 
States, the District of Columbia, and the outlying 
areas from the universe of State-level educaiton 
agencies. Information about staff and students is col- 
lected annually at the school, LEA (tocal education 
agency or school district) and State levels. Informa- 
tk>n about revenues and expenditures is also col- 
lected at the State level. 

Data are collected for a parttoular school year (July 
1 ti irough June 30) via survey instmments sent to the 
States by October 15 of the subsequent school year. 
States have 2 years in which to modify the data 
originally submitted. 

Since the CCD is a universe survey, the CCD in- 
formatton presented in this edition of the State 
Education Facts is not subject to sampling error. 
However, nonsampling error coukJ come from two 
sources— nonretum and inacci ate reporting. Al- 
most all of the States submit the six CCD survey in- 



stmmei^s each year, but there are many delays in 
submitting data and the sometimes submissiohs are 
incomplete. 

Understandabiy, when 57 educatton agencies 
compile and subirhit data for over 85,000 public 
schools and apfKoxirhately 15,800 k)cai school dis- 
tricts, misreporting can occur. Typicaly, tWs results 
from varying interpretatton of NCES definWons and 
differing recordkeeping systems. NCES attempts to 
minimize these errors by worthing cto^ly wXh the 
Council of Chief State School Offtoers (CCSSO) and 
its Committee on Evi^kjatton and Information Sys- 
tems (CEIS). 

The State education agencies report data to NCES 
from data collected and edited in the regular report- 
ing (^cies for which NCES reimburses them. NCES 
encourages the agencies to *ncorpor^e in^o their 
own survey systems the NCES ttems not already col- 
lected so that those items will also be available for 
the subsequent CCD survey. Over time tMs has 
meant fewer missing data celi^ in each State's 
response, reducing the need to impute data 

NCES subjects data from the educatton agencies 
to a comprehensive edit. Where data are determined 
to be inconsistent, missing, or out of range, NCES 
contacts the educatton agencies for verificatton. 
NCES-prepa:ed State summary forms are returned 
to the -State education agencies for verificattoti. 
States are also given an opportunity to revise their 
State-level aggregates from the prevkHis surve; 
cycle.

Higher Education General 
informatton Survey 

The Higher Educatton General Infonnatton Survey 
(HEGIS) is a coordinated effort administered by 
NCES to acquire and maintain statisttoal data on the 
characteristics and operations of instituttons of higher 
educatton. Developeld in 1966, HEGIS was an annual 
universe survey of instituttons of higher educatton. 

The infomiatton in this report draws on HEGIS sur- 
veys which solk:it informatton concerning institution- 
al characteristics, faculty salaries, finances. 
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enroliment, and degrees. Since these sun^eys cover 
al institutions in tite universe, the data are not sut>- 
ject to sampling error. However they are sut^ to 
nwwamplir^ emr, the sources of which vatywKhthe 
survey instniment. Each survey wi therelbre be dis- 
cussed separately. Infonnation concerning the non- 
sampling enorof the ehronmentanddegreessurveys 
draws extensively on the *HEGIS Post-Sun^ey 
Validation Study" conducted in 1979. 

inttltutional Characteristics of CoHegM and 
Unlvertltletw This survey provides the t>asis for the 
universe of institutions presented in the Eckication 
Dk9CHory, CcKegesandUnhfersHies, and it is used in 
all other. HEQIS data collection actlvHies. The 
universe owhf^i^ instttutions that offer at least a l - 
year program of ooiidse^ievel studied ieadtoig toward 
a degree and that meet certain accreditation criteria. 
In the faN. institutions included in the D/rscHo/y the 
previous year receive a computer printout of their in- 
fonnation to update, irtstitiliops not previously in- 
c!uded and that applied for Directory listing are sent 
a questionnaire. AH institutions reported are certified 
as eHgtoieto be listed by the Division of Eligt)itity and 
Agency Evaluation, U.S. Department of Education. 

Opaning Fall Enrollment In Coliaget and 
Unlvertltlet This survey has been part of HEGIS 
since the series began. The enrollment sunwy does 
not appear to suffer significantly from probierhs as- 
sociated with nonresponse: The 1985 response rate 
was 92 percent. Major sources of honsampling eriior 
for this sunwy are classification problems, the un- 
availabiiity of needed data, interpretation of defini- 
tions, the sun^ey due date, and operational errors. Of 
these, the classification of students appears to be the 
main source of error. Institutions have problems 
classifying first-tirne freshmen, other first-time stu- 
dents.anduncia8slfiedstuderits for both full-time and 
part-time categories. These jproblems occur most 
often at 2-year institutions (both private and public) 
and priirate 4-year institutions. For example, in an 
evaluation of the 1977-78 data, the classification 
problem led to what seemed to be an Overcount of 
11.000 full-time students and an ur^ctoroount of 
1 9.000 part-time students. Although the tevel of enor 
for the grand total was quite small (less than 1 per- 
cent), errors were as higti as 5 parcent for detailed 
studer:) levels and even higlier at certain aggregation 
levels. 

Note tiiat there were particulariy large increases 
in enrollments of private 2-year institutions because 
9f the inlioduction of large mtmbers o' sdiools ac- 
«;r«dlled by the Nstional Association c' Trade and 
Technic' -noolsin 1980 and 1981. 

SalariM, tmmim, and Frtnge Benefitd of Fbli. 
TImt bittructioital Faculty, titis survey has been 



conducted skice 1966. exceptfor 1973-74 and 1983- 
84. Although the sun^ey form has changed k number 
of times during these years, only comparable data 
are presented in the n^Mt The data are collected 
from the colleges and universities in a summary 
fashion. 

This sun^ey differs from other (HEGiS surveys be- 
cause imputations are not made for nonrespondents. 
Thus. *here is some possibility that the salary 
averages in this report may cfiffer from the results of 
a complete enurneratiori of all colleges and univer- 
sities. The response rate for the 1984-85 survey was 
86.3 percent. The response rate for public colleges 
was substantially higher than the re^x>nsiB rate for 
private colleges. It is probable that the public 
cbVeges' salary data are more acojrate than the data 
for private colleges, aher sourceis of nonsampKng 
error include computationai errors and nrisdassif ica- 
tion in reporting and processing. NCES checks in- 
dividual boNeges' data for internal and longitudinal 
consistency and contacts the colleges to check ir • 
cortsi^entdata. 

Earned Oegieee Confened. This survey has 
been part of the HEGIS seriee since its dev^topmerii. 
However, the degree classification taxonomy was 
rev ised In 1970-71 and 1982-83. Though infonnation 
from sun/ey years 1970-71 through 1981-82 is (Erect- 
ly comparable, care must be taken if infonnation 
before or after that period is included ' any com- 
parison. Degrees-conferredtrendtable ./rai^Bedby 
the 1982-83 classification have been . Jded to the 
State Education Facts to provUe bnsisient data 
from 1970-71 to 1983-84. Data in this editton on as- 
sociate and other fonnal awards betow the bac- 
calaureate are not directly comparable with figures 
for eariier years. The nonresponse rate does not ap- 
pear to be a significant source of nonsampling enor 
for this sun^ey. The return rate over the years has 
been high, withthe response ratefdrthe 1983-84 sur- 
vey at 95 percent. Because of the h^h nstum rate, 
nonsampling error caused by imputation would also 
be minimal. 

The major sources of nonsampling enor for t' i 
sunrey are differences between the HEGIS program 
taxonomy and taxonomies used by the ooNeges. 
classification of double majors and double degrees, 
operatiorial problems, and sun^ey timing, in the 1979 
validatii^n btuC^. these sources of nonsampling error 
were found to contribute to an error rate of 0.3 per- 
cent overraportingoifbachetor'sdegrees and 1.3 per- 
cent ovenreporting of master's degrees. The 
differences, however, varied greatly among fields. 
Over 50 percent of the fieUs selected for. the vaiida- 
tkm study had no errors kfentifled. Cat<H)Ories of 
fields that had large differences were business 
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management, education, engineering, letters, and 
psychology. It is also shown that differences in 
proportion to the published figures were less than 1 
percent for nwst of the selected fields that had som*^ 
errors. Exceptions to these were master's and Ph.D. 
programs in labor and industrial relations (20 percent 
and 8 percerrt); bacheiors's and master's programs 
in art education (3 percent and 4 percent); bachelor's 
and Ph.D. prograras in business and commerce, atxi 
in distrbutive education (5 percM and 9 percent); 
master's programs in phibsophy (8 percent); and 
Ph.D. programs in psychology (11 percent). 

Firuinclai Statistics voj insiitutlons of Higher 
Education. This survey has been part of the HEGIS 
since the u^'ries began. A riumber of changes were 
made in the financial survey instruments in 1975. In 
1982 another change was made to include Pell 
Grants in Federal restricted grants and contracts 
revenues and I'estricted scholarships andfellowshif^s 
expenditures. While these changes were significant; 
only comparable information ori trends Is presented 
in this report, except where noted. Finance tables 
have been adjusted by subtracting the Pell Grant 
armunts from the later data to maintain comparability 
with pre-1 982 data. 

Other possible sources of nonsampling en'or in the 
f inancialstatistics are nonresponse, imputation, and 
misctassification. The response rate has been ( *er 
90 percent for tnosl of the years reported. The 
response rate for the latest (fiscal year 1985) survey 
was 87.6 perce'>t: 

Two.generaLmethods of imputatfon have.ueen 
used. If the prior year's data were available for a non- 
responding institution, ^ hese data were inflated using 
the Higher Education Price Index avd adjusted ac- 
cording to changes in enrollments. If no previous 
year's data were available, cunrent data were used 
from peer iristitufions selected for locatton (State or 
region), control, level, and eriroliment size of instrtu- 
tibh. For the most recent years reported, the imputa- 
tion method did not include the adjustment for 
changes in enrollments, and new institutions never 
reporting to HEGIS surveys were not imputed. For 
the fiscal year 1985 survey, survey fomis were 
mailed to 3,379 iristitutions. Reports were received 
from 2,959 instituttons, and data for 370 institutions 
were estimated based on their fiscal year 1984 
reports inflated Ly the Higher Education Price Index. 
The remaining 50 institutions were not imputed be- 



cause they had never responded to HEGIS surveys. 
Note that the imputed current-fund expenditures of 
the n'^hrespondents have generally been less than 3- 
percei;: of the aggregate U.S. total; 

To reduce reporting error, NCES uses national 
standards for reporting finance statistics. These 
standards are in Colleges and^Univetsity Business 
Administration: Administrative Services (1974 Edi- 
tion), publisiied by the National Association of Col- 
lege arid Uriiversity Business Officers; Audits of 
Colleges and Universities (as amended August 31, 
1974), by the Ameripan Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants; and HEGIS Financial Reporting Guide 
(1980), by NCES^Wherever possible, definitions and 
fomiats in the survey form are consistent with those 
in the three accountinglexts.

The National Education Association (NEA) reports 
revenues and expenditure data in its annual publica- 
tion. Estimates of School Statistics. Each year NEA 
prepares regression-based estimatesof financial and 
other education statistics and submits them to the 
States for verification. Generally about 30 States ad- 
just these estimates based on their own data. These 
preliminary data are published by NEA along with 
revised data from previous years. States are asked 
to revise previously submitted data as final figures 
becorne available. The most recent publication con- 
tains all changes reported to the NEA.
